Doran Warns 
Dry Agents to 
Stop Gunplay 


{Chicago Tribune Prees Service.] 

Washington, D. C. July 8.—[Spec- 
fal.J—Blunt warning that drastic 
action will be taken in all cases where 
dry agents disregard the regulations 
ealling for extreme caution in the use 
of firearms has been sent to all pro- 
hibition administrators by Dr. James 
M. Doran, prohibition commissioner. 

The warning is contained in a secret 
written memorandum issued after Dr. 
Doran had discharged Robert L. 
Taylor, a West Virginia dry agent 
gome weeks ago for firing into an 
automobile. The memorandum, which 
has been with held from the press, 
called attention to the paragraph in 
the manual of instructions governing 
the use of firearms and admonished all 
agents to read this section and obey it. 

Main Flaw Uncorrected. 

Dr. Doran expressed the view today 
that the order has already had bene- 
ficial results but critics of ruthless 
prohibition enforcement tactics are 
frankly skeptical. These skeptics 
point out that while the order gives 
the impression that the dry regime is 
trying to stop gunplay, no change 
whatever has been miade in the pro- 
hibition instructions under which 
hundreds of American citizens have 
been shot down in the name of Vol- 
Steadism. 

The regulations as outlined in the 
manual of instructions do not pro- 


hibition agents may still rely on the

MODERATE SMOKING 
DOES LITTLE HARM. 


HE moderate use of tobacco does 


very little harm. This is the 

opinion of Dr. W. E. Dixon, & 

British physician. ‘The task he 
set himself was to determine how much 
harm tobacco did to the man who used 
it in moderation. This is of interest be~ 
cause most tobacco users regard them- 
selves as what might be called casual 
smokers, or casual users. Dr. Dixon did 
not espeeially congern himself with the 
heavy users. 

The especially harmful ingredients of 
tobacco smoke are: nicotine, carbon 
monoxide and pyridin, and pyridin-like 
substances. The smoldering, burning 


| of paper, tobacco, or almost any weed 


produces pvridin. It is produced by 
the smo!dering or burning of cigaret 
paper, cigar wrappers and of tobacco. 
The boy who smokes cross vine or 
grape vine, or any of the leaves that 
small boys smoke, gets a full dose of 
pyridin. In fact, smoking these to- 
bacco substitutes produces more pyridin 
than does smoking tobacco itself. : 


The harmful effects of pyridin are 
‘largely limited to the eyes and the 
throat. The 
the cigaret cough, and the cigaret sore 
eye result from pyridin, and tobacco 
is only a part of the cause. 

Any smoldering fire produces 
carbon monoxide. Carbon monoxide ts 
highly poisonous. However, a man must 
breathe air reeking with tobacco smoke 
for some time to get a particularly 
harmful dose of carbon monoxide. When 
men sit around in a room for several 
hours, smoking like volcanoes, the air 
recking with smoke, they pick up a 
dangerous dose of carbon monoxide. 
The man who smokes an occasional 
pipe or cigar while in the open air gets 
very little of the poisonous chemical. 
Cigaret smokers who inhale get more 
of it. 


Very much the most poisonous ingredi- 
ent of tobacco smoke is nicotine. If the 
tobacco is green, poorly cured or moist 
the smoker gets considerable nicotine. 
On the other hand, if a2 man smokes a 
well cured, tobacce in a pipe, ar- 
ranged so that ‘the bowl keeps cool, and 
with a porous bow! or stem, he gets far 
less nicotine. The most effective ar- 
rangement for the production of smoke 
laden with nicotine is one in which the 
volatile matter is drawn through hot, 
wet tobacco. 

Men become habituated to the use of 
nicotine. This means that their tiscues 
become quite tolerant of it. There are 
many people who find that tobacco 
quiets their nerves. It may be they 
only think it does. It may be that 
“they are supersensitive neurotics.” Dr. 
Dixon says these points are of minor 
importance. The great fact is that they 
want to use it and, in some way or an- 
other, using ‘it puts them in the frame 
of mind they want to be in.
